Old Legend Held That Those Who 
Disturbed Kings Must Die 


Bite of Spider Led To Attack of Pneumonia 


Suggestion is Miade He May Have Touched Poisonous 
Object, Left In Tomb As Act Of Revenge 


Catro, April 5—The Earl of Carnarvon died peacefully at 
2 o’clock this murning. He was conscious almost to the end 
His death was due to blood poisoning through the bite of 
# spider with the later development of pneumonia 
The death of Earl Carnarvon comes shortly after the culmin- 
ation of the exploit that brought him chiefly into public 
notice—the discovery of the rich tomb of the Pharoah 
” Tutankahamen in the valley of the Kings in Egypt, by the 
expedition which he headed 
While the press of the world was still devoting no small 
amount of its space to the notable contributions to the 
world’s art and history, which Lord Carnarvon and his fellow 
explorers had uncovered, crime the news that he bad sudden- 
ly been stricken down and was lying seriously ill in Cairo 
from the bit of an insect 
By the public at large the misfortune which the Earl had 
met was regarded asa lamentable incident of what might 
happen in a tropical clime such as that of Egypt. But to the 
students of the Egyptian mysticism, the news did not come 
as a surprise. Mven before Lord Carnarvon was stricken 
with blood poisoning announced as due to an_ insect bite, 
there had been talk of the curses laid by the ancient Egypt- 
ians, with mystic incantations, on any wh» dared disturb the 
sleep of a pharoah. After he was stricken the old legends

One of the tests was made by Prof. Daniel Jones, head of 
the department of phonetics in the University, At the 
conclusion the professor told a newspaper representative 
that Mr. Mackay’s voice was absolutely unlike any other he 
had ever heard. —_ He said that it was phenomenal. 

At the professor's request, Mckay sang a number of notes 
with the double voice, and records of these tones were taken 
by the kymograph, an instrument which shows sound vibra- 
tions. Hy these means it was possible to keep a strictly 
scientific measurement of the musical intervals between the 
double notes that were sung. 

Prof. Jones explains that Mackay apparently has the 
power when singing to make one of his vocal chords vibrate 
at half the rate of the other. or at a third, fourth or fifth of 
the rate,

Seed Bed Preparation 


Experimental Farm Note 


The prime requisites of a good seed bed are firmness and 
moderatw tineness of the soil. These two factors are both neces- 
sary for best results 


In the soils of Western Canada extreme fineness, especially on 
the surface, is not desirable owing to the high winds which are 
prevalent in the spring of the year, The fine soil particles are 
readily induced to drift, by the winds and for that reason the 
surtace should be more granular than fine 


Most of the summertallow land will have a very tine surface 
layer of soil, and it is highly desirable, in order to prevent drift- 
ing, that this fine layer should not be left exposed 


Usually, also a number of small weeds will bave started to 
grow by the time the soil is fit to work, 
reasons, the grain should not be seeded directly the ground is 
fit without some preliminary cultivation. The duck-foot culti- 
vator with narrow teeth is the most satisfactory implement to 


and for these two 


use in this before-seeding cultivation. By the use of this imple- 
mentthe fine surface soil and young weeds wiil be buried 
and the moist, granular soil, which will resist the action of ‘the 
wind, brought to the top. The smvothing barrow and the dise 
are implements commonly used but ave not desirable on account 
of the fact that they make the surface more subject tu: wind 
damage. They will undoubtedly, destroy weeds, but that is not
